On or about November 8, 1983, within the

There are four elements of the offense charged, each of

(D.C. Cir. 1981) in a manner basically incompati- 
ble with the normal activities of a particular 
place at a particular time. Id., at 1202;

2. That by engaging in such expressive 
conduct, the defendant intended to interfere 
with, obstruct and impede the administration 
of justice that is, in this case, the proper 
order and decorum of the Supreme Court.

(1983); such intent need not be supported by 
direct evidence, but may be presumed when the

In this regard, I instruct you as a matter 
of law that the Government need not prove 
that there was an actual interfering with, 
obstructing or impeding of the proper order 
and decorum of the United States Supreme Court.

Other offenses require a specific in- 
tent.

A person 
who knowingly does an act which the law 
forbids, that is knowingly and willfully 
attempts to interfere, obstruct and im- 
pede the proper order and decorum of the 
Supreme Court, may be found to act with 
specific intent. United States v.

The defendant need not have known that 
his conduct violated a particular statute be- 
fore he violated it. Marcinski v. United States, 
supra, slip opinion at 6-8. The Government must 
prove that the defendant acted purposefully or 
intentionally with the conscious desire to 
achieve that particular result which is for- 
bidden by law. See United States v. Bryant,
